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WATER. 


An  adequate  supply  has  been  distributed  throughout 
the  year  by  the  Council’s  Water  Department.  Every  house  in  the 
district  is  on  the  public  supply,  which  is  constant. 


The  average  daily  consumption  per  head  of  population, 
(covering  domestic  requirements  and  waste;  amounted  to  19*5  gallons, 
and  whilst  this  figure  shows  an  increase  over  the  previous  twelve 
months,  this  is  readily  acceptable  when  consideration  is  given  to 
the  high  standard  of  supply  conditions  no w  prevailing  throughout 
the  district,  there  being  no  point  where  the  pressure  in  the 
supply  system  is  inadequate  for  all  normal  domestic  purposes. 


Every  care  has  been  taken  to  ensure  the  wholesomeness 
of  the  water  supplied,  regular  tests  having  been  taken  from  time 
to  time.  The  following  is  a  typical  analysis :-
